| Well-Known Artist Expires Suddenly at. 
| Summer Home at Crow Point, Hingham—_ 
Was a Native of Dorchester and Had 
Been Active in Organizing Zoological 
Garden at Franklin Park and Was Mem 
ber of Boston Art Club 


Alexander Pope, the artist, widely known 
for his pictures of animals in which he 
excelled, though he had made a big name 
also as a portrait painter, died suddenly 
| today at his summer home at Crow Point, 
Hingham, in his seventy-sixth year. 

Mr. Pope was born in Dorchester March 
25, 1849, and his parents were Alexander 
and Charlotte Caldwell (Cushing) Pops. 
He was educated at the publia schools in 
| his own district, and at Magleswood, N. J.; 
but in the field of art, which the subsequent- 
ly was to take-up as his' life work, he was 
self taught, In his early*years he devoted 
all of his spare time ‘to painting, and he 
gradually turned his attention first to game 
| birds which he carved out of pime wood 
and then painted. Two of these were pur- 
}chased by the then Emperor of Russia. 
| Subsequeatly he gave special attention to 
{animals and to still life. Of recent years 
Mr. Pope had’ given his whole time to 
portrait work. 7

Alexander Rope, noted Boston 
portrait, painter and sculptor, col- 
lapsed at the wheel of his automo- 
bile while driving from his summer} 
home on Whiton avenue, Crow Point, 
Hingham, yesterday, and was dead) 
when aig, arrived.

}due to heart failure. 


‘Mr. Pope was born in Dorchester: 
March 25, 1849, a son of Alexander and/ea 
Charlotte Caldwell (Cushing) Pope, and 
was educated in the Boston publla, 
schools, In his chosen field of art, how-| 
ever, he was self- taught. In hia early 
‘years he turned’ his attention to game 
birds, painting them from models he 
earved first from pine wood. Two of 
‘these were bought by the Czar of Rua- 
sia. Later he gave special attention 
to animala and still dife, while in recent 
years he had confined himself to por- 
traits, 


SCULPTOR AND ARTIST 

Boston knew him best through his 
palnting of “The Gladiator” at the 
Copley Square Hotel, the Kensington 
lions on Boylston street and his famous 
plotura of a caged Mon, painted a num- 
ber of years ago at P. T, Barnum’s 
winter quarters at Bridgeport, Ct, 


which hung for many years in the store 
of A, Shuman & Co. It was often said 
of this picture that little children drew 
back in fear on catching sight of the 
life-like beast. 

| His work, ‘Our Vanishing Wild Life," 
shown at the San Francisco exposition, 
was selected by ths committee on 
sculpture as one of the best examples 
of American sculpture. In 1880 he pub- 
lished a series of game bird plates 
called ‘‘Upland Game Birds and Water 
Fowl of the United States,” and, al- 
though few knew it, he was the ardent 
advocate of the zoological gardens at 
Franklin Park when they were first pro- 
posed and was responsible, perhaps 
more than any one’ else, for finally as- 
sembling the collection of animals now 
housed there. 

He was a member of the Boston Art 
Club, the St. Botolph Club and the New 
Wngland Kennel Club. For many years 
he maintained a studlo at 120 Tremont 
street, while his Boston home was at 
1013 Beacon street. In 1878 he married 
Miss Alice De Wolf Downer of Dorches- 
ter. She and their two children, Sam- 
uel, Downer Pops of Wakefleld and 
Charlotte De Wolf Pope, now Mrs. John 
R. Chamberlain of Stearns road, Brook-

EDWARD L. RAND DEAD 


Graduate of Haryard, ’81, Resident of 
Cambridge, and Interested in Botany, 
on Which He Wrote Considerable 


Hdward Lothrop Rand, a Boston lawyer, 
who practiced in this city, with an office 
at 58 State street, from 1884 until 1921, 
when he was incapacitated by reason of 
a stroke, died early this afternoon at his’ 
home, 1899 Massachusetts avenue, Cam- 
bridge, following a second stroke which 
he suffered early today. 

Mr. Rand was a native of Dedham, where 
he was born in 1859, He was the son of 
Edward S., Jr., and Jennie <A. (Lathrop) | 
Rand. He was graduated from Harvard) 
in the class of ’81. He was a member of 
the Massachusetts Bar Association, Bar 
Association of! the City of Boston, Military 
Order of the Loyal Legion, New England 
Botanical Ciub, Episcopalian Club, and

H., Mareh 2, 186, and was graduated 
in/1889 from the department of civil engis 
neering at the Massachusetts Institure of 
Technology,

Resigning his 
official duties in 1904, Mr. Whipple took 
up the private practice of sanitary pugi~’ 
neering in New York city, and since that

in its special line, which has rad to. do with 
water supplies, the purification of water 
Jand the disposal of sewage.

For several days his 
condition was alarming and a sinking 
spell yesterday was followed by a rally 
and then by a relapse, Commissloner Hayes 
who was widely known, will long be re- 
membered for his vigorous insistence: on 
the strict observance of the letter of the 
Jaw by public law enforcement agpuls; fol- 
lowing the Volstead act. 

William Allen Hayes was born at Ports- 
mouth, N. H., June 29, 1848, and was tha 
son of John Lord Hayes and Caroline 
Sarah (Ladd) Hayes.
